You may have noticed in some papers this single and comparatively small news paragraph 
exonerating the railroad and its employees from all blame. 


Hartford, Conn., Dec. 4—Chief Engineer 
Elwell of the Public Utilities Commission, 
in his report of an inquiry into the wreck 
ot the Merchants’ Limited Express over 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, at Greens Farms, on Noy. 15, filed 
today, attributes the cause to a broken 
equalizer bar on a diner, which, dragging 
through a switch, disarranged the points 
and derailed the cars next following. Mr. 
Elwell said that marks of the dragging, 
broken bar were discernible on the roadbed 
before the switch was reached. He finds 
that the rails, ties and switch fastenings 
at the point of wreck were in good condi- 
tion. He says that at a joint hearing with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission it was 
conclusively shown that the defect in the 
equalizer bar could not have been seen at 
any ea¥ inspection. Mr. Elwell’s reéom- 
mendation is that railroad companies fre- 
quently make special examination of 
equipment with a view of locating defects 
in metal parts.

Congress must continue to make 
generous appropriations, and congressmen 
and senators always will be important patrons. But there are others. 
Collections automatically acquired because of the official status of the 
library, others bought with special funds, and yet others donated by 
public-spirited givers, are making the annual increase now about 
88,000 volumes. The collections have doubled in twelve years. 
This, we believe, is as it should be. As Washington more and 
more becomes an educational center, as it becomes a winter or all- 
the-year dwelling place for an increasing number of ‘traveled, cul- 
tured and well-to-do people, as national activities draw to the city 
more and more experts, the library will need to increase its resources 
and its staff. Thither historians must resort for data not accessible 
elsewhere. All of this implies broadening national appreciation of 
the collections and of their palatial home as together forming one of 
the institutions in which a maximum of national pride may be 
indulged with most safety. The nation’s library should bear the 
nation’s name.

: American engineering, the Madeira-Mamore 
American railway, in the South American jungle, re- 
cently addressed the Geographical Society of 
Propaganda Brazil, of which he is a member, at Rio de 
Janeiro, on the subject of the work and scope 
of the great institution represented by him. 

. “T am a knight-errant of good will,” said 
Dr. Hale, “with peace, fraternity, commerce, the arms of the insti- 
tution I represent, on my ‘’scutcheon, and they are for the United 
States of Brazil as well as for the United States of America.”” The 
address, we find, is reproduced in extenso by those great newspa- 
pers of the Brazilian federal capital that arouse the admiration of 
every visitor, which means that the widest possible publicity is given 
Ahe history of the origin and evolution of ,the Pan-American Union. 

In emphasizing its international and Pan-American character, 
ot only in scope but in organization, Dr. Hale brings out in telling 
manner the cooperative power of the, union to whose officers ‘‘Peace, 
Fraternity, Commerce” are not merely a fine motto but a practical 
rule that is being applied to every detail of the work. That is a 
point that without doubt struck his hearers and readers with espe- 
cial force and it is a point that cannot be brought home to Amer- 
icans with too much emphasis, as the importance of the fact cannot 
be overrated that whoever is connected with the. institution, from 
the Hon. John Barrett, director-general, to the office boy, each 
works for twenty-one nations, and helps to spread knowledge about 
them and tightens the bonds of mutual interest. The Pan-Amer- 
ican Unian has no parallel. 

It is‘to the point here to translate the closing words of Dr. 
Hale's address in Rio: “I am anxious to arouse not only your 
interest but your enthusiasm in favor of this international institute ; 
I want to convince you that what is ours is yours and that no step 
forward can be made that does not benefit all of the republics 
equally; and furthermore that the Pan-American Union is not a 
government bureau and much less a corporation without a soul, but 
is really an international and indeed a humanitarian institution.” 
Everywhere in Latin America, in official and in private circles, in 
the columns of the press and in the counting houses, the hope is 
expressed that the incoming Democratic administration will con- 
tribute potently to the promotion of cordiality between Saxon and 
Latin, coinciding as does the administration with the beginning of 
the Panama canal era. Here is one of the greatest opportunities a 
government and a nation ever had. It is for every one in the 
United States to cultivate the Pan-American idea of peace, fra- 
ternity, commerce.

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For nearly a score of years the trolley car 
service has been doing in an irregular way 
what city planners and all manner of social 
reformers have been hoping and striving to 
bring about systematically. That is, in a 
majority, if not in all, of the larger cities of 
the United States, the trolley car has been 
making it possible ior the ambitious dweller 
in the congested districts to break away 
from the old and into a brighter and better 
environment. The trolley car, be it said to its credit, has enabled the 
poor to see something of the suburbs and in thousands of instances 
to become part of them, It has not emptied the slums, but it has 
offered a way of escape to many unwilling slum-dwellers. It would 
have accomplished much more if its labors had always been encour- 
aged and reinforced by the intelligence, earnestness and energy that 
are now being put into the better housing movement. 

The poor man must live close to his work. This is an elemen- 
tary proposition. It is nonsense to moralize with him about the out- 
skirts unless he can be shown a way by which he can make a living 
in or near the outskirts. There is no question as to the desirability 
of relieving the congested districts of the city, but it must be taken 
into consideration that these districts are congested because it is here

alone that the very poor find ways and means gf existence. If they 
could be provided with employment and low rent out where the 
sun shines and the birds sing, they would no doubt make the change. 

At the recent housing congress in Philadelphia, the matter of 
providing for the worker in the outskirts of cities was discussed 
Guite broadly. While recognizing as fundamentals the necessity of 
housing the workman comfortably within his means, and of housing 
him within convenient access of his work, other essentials were not 
overlooked. It was realized that he must be brought as close in his 
new environment as he was in his old, to certain advantages and con- 
veniences of modern communal life that are common even to the 
slums. He must be taken to a district that is well sewered, well 
paved, well lighted. He must be provided with Water. There must 
be schools, playgrounds, social centers, diversions. He cannot be 
lifted bodily out of the city-congested district and planted success- 
fully in the open country, with no other encouragement or assurance 
than that the change is one that will do him good. There is hope 
ior a movement that approaches this problem rationally, and there is 
need of it.

exact manner in which the small boy should 
be brought up. Nearly all men who were | 
once normal boys, will easily recall how, ree 
when they were in knickerbockers, nearly everybody in the family, 
and nearly everybody in the neighborhood, had opinions-to offer with 
regard to the best way of providing for their play, their schooling, 
and their vocation. It was a strange thing to them as boys, as well 
as a disagreeable thing, that hardly anybody thought of consulting 
them about the very points in which they were most deeply concerned. 
It is unnecessary to say that tere was one very pronounced excep- 
tion to the rule, however. One person in all the world invariably 
held out for them. That person was the boys’ mother, and the 
great majority of men are neither forgetful of nor ungrateful for 
the part she played in determining the course marked out for them. 
The mother knows the small boy better than does anylhody else 
in the world, and the small bpy is led by the mother more easily than 
Ly anybody else inthe world. They understand each other, and in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred if they are left to settle the prob- 
lems that are an accompaniment of boyhood, they will settle them 
rightly. The mother and the boy know one thing p sitively ; that is, that 
those who are trying to impose their theories on the latter have no 
real knowledge of his character. ‘They take it for granted that this 
particular boy is like all other boys, when he may be unlike any they 
have ever known in temperament, disposition and taste, and be none 


the worse for this dissimilarity. 

The protests at present finding é¢xpression are particularly 
directed against the tendency toward training boys in accordance 
with set rules. Greater latitude is demanded. The complaint is 
that the individuality of boys is repressed, that their independence ot 
thought is restricted, that they are too often forced into ruts from 
which it is difficult for them to escape. Beyond certain well under- 
stood disciplinary regulations, the utmost freedom should be granted 
the small boy: he should be directed, not dominated; trained, not 
bent; guided, not goaded. He is a factor in the making of his own 
career, and, consequently, he,should be consulted as to his likings, 
and so far as possible his predilections should be respected. He can- 
not have his mother by him always, but in so far as it 1s possible her 
influence and counsel should be near him.

It seems to be in the consciousness of all thinkers on the subject 
that the present method of heating houses, the handling of coal, the 
clumsy system of tuel distribution, the smoke nuisance, the ash heap, 
the cinder dump, and all the rest, are dut of place, and must inevitably 
be superseded by a system more consonant with human progress 1n 
other directions. Therefore it is cheering news that in St. Louis a 
company is at present advertising its ability and willingness to supply 
gas at the rate of 50 cents per 1000 cubic feet for all gas over and 
above the first 10,000 cubic feet used each month, tor which a charge 
of 80 cents per 1000 cubic feet is to be made. z 

It appears that the net result of this arrangement would be to 
furnish, to those who can use the quantity named, fuel gas at a price 
that would be equal to about $8 per ton for coal. There is the advan- 
tage, however, of cleanliness and labor-saving. Upon the terms 
named, the use of gas would be beyond the reach of the people who 
are in greatest need of cheaper fuel, but there 1s this encouraging 
phase of the matter, that it the St. Louis company can make this con- 
cession safely, it means that the way is being paved for the produc- 
tion of commercial gas at an even lower rate than that here proposed. 
It is now some time since the last improvement of a radical nature 
was reported in gas production ; another is due, and if it shall be such 
a departure as to solve the question of community tuel supply and 
distribution, it will be One of the most useful and welcome of the

two sources of aid are open, scholarships Snobbishness 
and remunerated work. The former multi- | 
ply, and the latter is increasingly supervised Se) 
by university officials and made more accessible to students. How- 
ever, with scholarship award won and work “on the side” secure, 
the student faces increased dormitory charges, higher cost of board 
whether in “commons” or in private houses, and a rising standard 
of expenditure for the “social’’ phases of academic life. The prob- 
lem is.serious for the self-supporting student; it is none the less so 
tor the parent with high ideals, a fixed income, and rising costs of 
living in the home from which the student goes forth. To educate 
a family today costs a quarter or a third more than it did twenty 
years ago. Conditions are somewhat more favorable in state uni- 
versities, where tuition fees are paid indirectly in the form of taxes 
and where more democratic standards of living prevail than in the 
older eastern institutions. 

This being the state of things it is gratifying to read of the 
success Of a cooperative system of housekeeping among the students 
in one of the dormitories at Smith College this year. The college 
woman has fewer opportunities than the college man for earning 
a partial income while studying. Hence anything that will enable 
her to save $100 a year in outgo is equal to as much cash earned, 
and the more valuable in this particular case because it involves no 
invasion of the outer world of business and because it fits her for 
her duties following graduation. What is the method that is prov- 
ing so successful at Lawrence house, Northampton? Nothing more 
or less than sharing in the work of the house, in precisely the way 
and with the same beneficial economic, moral and intellectual results 
that Mary Lyon evolved for Mt. Holyoke seminary, when she 
founded it years ago. It is the old system of self-help, with inci- 
dental training for the duties of later life, gained at.the same time 
that a girl is expanding intellectually and socially through as- 
sociation with her mates, with: teachers and with books. How 
many American girls there are away at college who, if they had 
one hour a day of labor to offset the luxury of academic life and 
to alter their contempt for “workers,” would be much finer as grad- 
uates than they ever are likely to be under their present scheme of 
living! Luxury and snobbery should be unknown among Amer- 
ican college women, and it is gratifying to read of a current that 
is beginning to set against such tendencies. Pampered students and 
overburdened parents who pay the bills all need relief.

WispoM displayed by British statesmanship | 
and diplomacy in allowing time to. elapse 
before presenting a formal note of protest | 
against the exemption of American coastwise 
commerce from Panama canal tolls is almost | 
too apparent to be called to the attention of | 
intelligent observers. Whereas a few months | 
ago a note from Sir Edward Grey, such as | 
that read to Secretary Knox by Ambassader | 
Bryce in Washington on Monday night, 
might have provoked a heated rejoinder’ from the United States 
government, backed, perhaps, by a considerable show of popular 
feeling, on the ground of alleged “interference” from abroad, it is 
now received with both official and public calmness, and with the 
assurance that it shall have all due consideration. a 

A number of circumstances have paved the way for a quiet 
and friendly dis¢ussion of the merits of the case, the principal being 
an awakening on this side to the fact that it is one thing to possess 
and to assert a right, and quite another to enforce it in ordinary deal- 
ings with a well-disposed neighbor. Secretary Stimson/ is among 
the latest to point out, and with great clearness, what, in this con- 
rection, the United States may do legally, and what, as a matter 
of expediency or policy, or better still as a matter of neighborliness, 
it would be well for it to refrain from doing, It has not appeared, 
at any stage of the informal controversy that has been going on 
between the two nations since the canal tolls legislation was enacted 
and approved by the President, that Great Britain has questioned 
the right and the ability of the United States to exercise authority 
over the Panama canal; the point that has been raised is simply, 
that in view of the terms of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, the United 
States has not’ the right to exercise that authority to the disadvan- 
tage or hurt of any other nation. W hile the favor extended to 
American coastwise vessels,” seemingly, does not affect general 
shipping, it gives ground for the apprehension that the~principle 
asserted in this exemption might at some future time be extended 
to cover American ships in the foreign trade. The position is taken 
that President Taft, in defending the tolls legislation, did not fully 
appreciate the British point of view. Sir Edward Grey says that 
it is not the case that his government seeks to prevent the United 
States from granting subsidies to its own shipping passing through 
the canal, nor does it wish to deprive the United States of any liberty 
which is open to either this or any other nation to encourage its own 
shipping or its own commerce by subsidies. What Great Britain 
protests against is a violation of a treaty made for the principal 
purpose of preventing discrimination im the use of the Panama 


canal. | 
A ring of friendliness and fairness is to be found in that part 


of the note dealing with a means of adjustment. Here it 1s recog- 


nized that many persons in the United States whose opinions are 


entitled to a great weight hold views on this question the reverse of 
‘hose set forth by Great Britain, and, in these circumstances, says 
the note. the British government desires to state its perfect readi- 
ness to submit the question to arbitration, if the government of the 
United States would prefer this course. [here are some strong 
‘ndications that the time has come when the government of the 
United States is ready to take this course exactly, and it would 
seem from these indications, also, that the whole matter can, and 
will, be satisfactorily adjusted before President Taft's retirement 
from office. It will be pleasing to the people of the United States 
and Great Britain, and doubtless agreeable to all the other nations, 
if when the great waterway shall be opened in 1913 no cloud can 
throw a shadow on an event fraught with so much importance to 


the commerce of the world.
